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Religion for Moderns 


Modest Peasant Was 
Prophet of the Lord 


Micah was a peasant living about twenty miles west of 
Jerusalem. He wrote in the last decades of the eighth century 
B.C, Like Amos and Hosea he denounced the hypocrisy and 


social evil of his day. 
Our recent lessons have been 


most instructive. The words of 
these ancient prophets, spoken 
centuries ago, fit in our modern 
conditions with appalling propriety. 
Social evil continues under new 
ways, much along the same olden 
pathways, 

The words of Micah stand along 
those of Amos, “Let justice roll 
down as waters, and righteousness 
as a mighty stream,” and Hosea’s, 
“I, desire goodness, not sacrifice, 


and the knowledge of God more 
than burnt offerings.” These pro- 
phets may be “minor” in the space 
occupied in the scriptures but they 
are “major” in spiritual truths. 

We know very little of Micah’s 
life and surroundings. Isaiah, 2:2-4 
may be a quotation from Micah’s 
4:1-3, or the reverse, as these pro- 
phets were contemporaries. Mi- 
cah reveals some knowledge of 
world politics and may have seen 
armies passing his way, but he was 
more vitally concerned in the evils 
prevalent with individuals. Of him- 
self he said: “I am full of power by 
the Spirit of Jehovah, and of judg- 
ment, and of might, to declare unto 
Jacob “his transgression and _ to 
Israel his sin.” 

The Book denounces Israel, holds 
a promise to the remnant, predicts 
the captivities, announces the com- 
ing kingdom of peace, and the 
birthplace of the Messiah. It con- 
demns the oppressors of the poor, 
the rulers who were corrupt and 
venal, the judges who made justice 
a sham and shame, and such evils. 

“The Book insists on the leading 
themes of Amos, Hosea and Jsaiah, 
the protests against the high places 
and their corrupt rites, against so- 
cial wrongs, sanctioned by the min- 
isters of religion,” says Prof. W. 
H. Bennett. ; 

“The teaching of Micah,” says 
Dr. W. G. Elmslie, “possesses re- 
markable equalities both in style 
and thought. His language 's vig- 
orous, graphic and varied. At 
times, he is emotional and pathetic, 
anon terse and trenchant, and again 
elevated and sublime, as the occa- 
sion and the subject demand. He 
does not quite command the grand 
style of Isaiah, but he is more 
sharply telling and direct. In 
width of survey and weight of 
movement he differs from his great 
contemporary, somewhat as a trib- 
righteousness differs from a states- 
ute of the people or a preacher of 
man of the first order.” 

Micah quotes Jehovah as chal. 
lenging his people to “testify 
against me.” It is an inspiring 
thought, followed by a recital off 
* all Jehovah's goodnesses unto them. 
Modern folk might accept the same 
challenge. Even today the inquir- 
ing soul can look about and ques- 
tion wherein God has been ":nkind. 
The imperfections and wrongs 
which exists are not of God's choice 
or manufacture-—-when He finished 
creation it was declared ‘good,” 
but man has had it in his control 
from that day, and the inquiry 
should also be made as to what man 
has done to the world God made 
and put him into to enjoy and have 
dominion over. 

Micah abhors false weights and 
measures, This is applied by Gaius 
Glenn Atkins: “There are more 
kinds of weights than your grocer 
uses on his scales. There are 
honest work, false dealing, mutual 
weights of character, integrity, 
respect, spiritual weights, and in- 

‘ 


tellectual weights. Whenever we 
falsify anything, whether by our 
words, or our deeds, or our rela- 
tions with other people, we are 
using deceitful weights. Sly deeds 
are deceitful weights. A half truth 
throwing stones at the traders of 
is a deceitful weight. Let us stop 
Micah’s time—till we have stopped 
putting our little apples at the 
bottom of the basket, and have 
made all our weights and measures 
honest before God.” =. 

The need for this is emphasized 
by Borden P. Browne: “One does 
not always find church members, or 
even ministers, particularly trust- 
worthy in business, or delicately 
scrupulous in matters of veracity, 
or especially averse to underhand 
measures for carrying out their 
plans. This is not commonly due 
to hyprocisy, but it is at least 
partly due to the mistaken separa. 
tion of religion and righteousness, 
to the fancy that religion is some- 
thing which can be had or got, 
something the possession of which, 
like a talisman, distinguishes the 
marks him off as religious. There 
possessor from all others and 
is no such thing as having religion 
apart from righteous living; true 
religion in God’s sight is nothing 


but righteous livng in the love of 
man and God.”

Kissing Gets a Tryout | 


For First Time In Japan 


Four years after the lifting of the age old ban on kissing, 
the Japanese are still uncertain how they feel about the contact 
of lips as a form of affectionate salutation. 


Most of the leading actresses in- 
sist on placing a tiny piece of 
gauze, which has been disinfected, 
over their mouths before permit- 
ting an actor to press his lips on 
theirs. 

Only one star, Yoshiko Yamagu- 


chi, permits what is called “kissing” 


in the raw.” Kinyo Tanaka “queen 
of the Japanese movies has been 
kissed only once in the films and 
frankly says she hopes it will never 
happen again. 

When screen kisses were first 
portrayed—tthis in May, 1946-— 
audiences in the cities broke out 
into uncontrolled laughter. Those in 
the country towns were disgusted. 
“Ugh.” exclaimed an old lady, 
“they are spitting in each others’ 
mouths.” 

There has been considerable en- 
lightenment about kissing since 
those days. Today when a scene is 
flashed on the screen youthful 
members of the feminine sex often 
lower their heads. 

Although the act of osculation is 
no longer a novelty on the screen 
and in the pages of the popular 
magazines, its public demonstra- 
tion is still frowned on. Nowadays 
it is a common sight on Sundays to 
observe young people walking in 
the suburbs arm-in-arm. In pre- 
war times such a thing was simply 
not done. It is possible these youth- 
ful lovers kiss, but if they do, they 
are never observed in the act. 

Kissing was strictly taboo in 
Japan before the surrender. Up to 
then the censors clipped »vut all 
kissing from important motion pic- 
tures. The audiences did not miss 
these scenes because many did not 
know what a kiss was, and most 


of those who did considered the act . 


distasteful. 

Japan is the only country in the 
world to ban the exhibition of 
Auguste Rodin’s masterpiece, ‘The 
Kiss.” This renowned sculpture was 
brought from Europe some twenty 
years ago. To the surprise and in. 
dignation of the French authorities 
who planned to place it in an ex- 
hibition of French works of art, the 
Japanese police prohibited its dis- 
play. When diplomatic pressure 
was exerted, the guardians of the 
law unbent somewhat. 

As everybody knows, “The Kiss” 
shows a nude man and woman 
kissing. The nude part would be 
all right, the police said, so if a 
cloth were wrapped around the 


two heads, the work could be 
shown. 
The Frenchmen threw their 


hands in the air and if the Japan- 
ese police could have understood 
what was being said, they probably 
would have censored that too. “The 
Kiss’ was never shown publicly in 
this country. 

As far as the average Japanese 
is concerned, Americans are the 
world’s most ardent advocates of, 
and the greatest experts on kiss- 
ing. This is because it was under 
American aegis that the ban on 
kissing was lifted and also ».ecause 
an American was the first person 
ever to teach kissing in Japan—in 
public, that is. 

The teacher was Ernest ubber- 
echt, United Press bureau. man- 
ager here in Tokyo. He taught the 
bend-back technique which nad its 
heyday in the silent film days. 
Whether it was because Ernie em- 
ployed the wrong ‘method or be- 
cause’ his engagement was all too 
brief—he taught only one day—the 
fact remains that the Japanese 
have not succeeded yet in shaking 
ff their centuries’ old inhibition. 

In railway stations, which would 
be about as likely a place as any 
for people to be seen kissing, one 
can watch all day and not notice a 


single instance of persons of any 
age or marital status kissing. Re- 
cently, repatriates from Soviet-held 
territories returned after years 
away from their wives and sweet- 
hearts and there was a lot of em- 
bracing on the railway station plat- 
forms—which was an unusual sight 
in Japan—but no kissing whatso- 
ever.—Kimpei Sheba, Editor of the 
Nippon Times, TD Correspondent 
in Japan.

Good For Another 
Nine Months 


World War II veterans can 
apply for Veterans’ Insurance for 
at least another nine months, and 
in some cases beyond that dead- 
line, DVA district administrator 
J. Sutton announced last week in 
Calgary, commenting on the fact 
that many southern Alberta ex- 
servicemen seemed to think the 
timelimit for application had ex- 
pired. 

Mr. Sutton explained that Feb- 
ruary 20, 1951, was the earliest 
deadline for the approval of ap- 


plications. If, however, a veteran 
was released from the forces 
after February 20, 1945, he has 
six years from the date of dis- 
charge to get his application ap- 
proved. ' 

In southern Alberta 868 veter- 
ans have taken out policies 
amounting to $2,447,895. This 
type of insurance, ranging in 
amounts from $500 to $10,000, is 
available to former members of 
Canadian. Commonwealth and

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Empire armed forces as well as to 
certain classes of merchant sea- 
men. 


Because in most cases no med- 
ical examination is required, 
many veterans, who because of 
disabilities or other health condi- 
tions would be unable to purchase 
commercial life insurance, take 
advantage of the Veterans’ In- 
surance Act to protect their fam- 
ilies. Premiums, which may be 
paid in cash, out of pensions or 
from __ re-establishment credits, 
compare very favorably with the 
cost of similar policies issued by 
commercial companies.

Henry Mendelbaum and his wife, 
Belle, at Damen and Pierce Ave- 
nues in Chicago. 


Mendelbaum, his arms loaded 
with groceries, didn’t get his hands 
up quickly enough. Novak shot 
him between the eyes. 

The two robbers, Novak and 
Gross, were arrested after a few 
days, and both were convicted of 
murder in Mendelbaum’s death. 
The jury let Gross off with 199 
years in prison, but condemned 
Novak to die.

Novak jeered at his companion in 
crime, telling him:« 

“I got the best break, Gross, 
I'll go to hell in a hurry in the 
electric chair. You'll rot the rest 
of your life away in prison. The 
day’ll come when you'll wish you 
were given the chair, too.” 

That was Novak’s contrary way. 
He couldn’t be a good enough sport 
to congratulate Gross. He had to 
try and make him miserable. 

Novak settled down to await his 
date with the electric chair, Sain 
recalled, and there never was a 
more unpopular prisoner. 

“The "guards always try to do 
little favors for a condemned man," 
the former warden said. “They’ll 
see that he has plenty of cigarettes, 
candy and reading material. . 


“It didn’t work out that way 
with Novak. He’d snarl at anybody 
trying to be nice to him. He 
wouldn’t clean up his cell and he 
wouldn’t keep himself neat. He was 
a& mess. 

“He was almost bald, at the age 
of only thirty, and he had thin lips 
and slitted eyes. He looked ugly, 
and he was. 

“The chaplain tried to talk to 
him, but it was no good. Novak 
cursed at him with the foulest 
profanity I ever heard. The chap- 
lain—one of the finest, kindest men 


“I ever knew—fled out of the cell 


block.” 

In putting Novak to death, Sain 
and his men followed their usual 
procedure. They strapped him into 
the chair and banged shut the 
switch. 

Novak got 1,900 volts of electric- 
ity for five seconds and 900 volts 
for 55 seconds. Then they repeat- 
ed the dosage of current, and the 
switch was pulled. Science says 
that’s more than enough electricity 
to kill any man.

nouncing a man legally dead. 

But Novak wasn’t dead! The 
doctors reported his heart was 
beating! ; 

“We got the doctors back away 
from the chair and electrocuted 
him all over again,” Sain recalled. 
“The spectators didn’t realize what 
had happeend, and we of the jail 
staff didn’t talk about it. There was 
no question, after the second time, 
but that he was dead.” 

Sain recalled that no friend or 
relative claimed Novak's body. He 
was taken to a grave in potter’s 
field, wrapped in a winding sheet. 
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A Chicago prison warden who handled hundreds of 
thugs reveals a story of a ruthless murderer who had 
to be electrocuted twice. 
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Sain has talked privately with 
doctors a number of times in re- 
cent years about Novak, the man 
who. apparently survived 1,900 
volts of electricity. 

The doctors told him Novak un- 
doubtedly was dead, to all intents 
and purposes, after the “first elec- 
trocution.” The blasts of current

Jury System Said Not Obsolete 

TORONTO, — Juries, in the opinion of a cross-section of informed 
Canadians, are an essential bulwark against prejudice, perjury, unfair 
prosecutions and miscarriage of justice. That’s how Financial Post 
readers dismiss the suggestion of a leading Canadian médico-legal ex- 
pert that the jury system is out of date. 

The general opinion is that with 12 intelligent, well-inférmed citi- 
zens on the job, mistakes are less likely to be made than if the burden 
of decision rests on one man alone. The expert’s suggestion that juries 
are not always able to appraise technical evidence, is countered by the 
argument that jurors are usually well-informed on many subjects and 
when difficult angles are explained by a judge, are quite capable of 
coming to a reasonable conclusion.

U.K. Cheese Contract 
Will Be Fulfilled 


OTTAWA. — The recent announcement by the Minister of 
Agriculture that cheddar cheese will be requisitioned gives 
assurance that the cheese contract with Great Britain will be 
filled. The amount is up to 85,000,000 pounds for the year. 


Mr. Gardiner said in relation to 
the government action that “Can- 
‘ada’s ability to meet commitments 
in this regard is important from 
the standpoint of the future market 
for Canadian cheese in Britain.” 


He might well have added that fill- 
ing the contract for one commodity 
has its effect on the whole export 
trade with Britain, however strong 
the factors for restricting that 
trade that are based on he shortage 
of dollars in Britain. 

There would also be plenty of 
cheese for the domestic market, the 
minister stated. On April Ist, the 
stocks in storage amounted to 34.9 
million pounds, of which the gov- 
ernment and the trade each held 
about half. The cheese contract 
with Britain was not filled in 1948, 
and there was a large carryover 
into the 1949 season. The price at 
which cheese is requisitioned will 
be based on the 28 cents a pound, 
the price for cheese at Montreal. 

Defends Butter Decision 

While the floor price of hutter, 
port Board, is 5 cents below the 
set by the Agricultrual Prices Sup- 
price obtaining during the past 
year, the government has set its 
seal on support at a definite figure 
for the twelve months from May 
ist. As already reported in the 
press from Mr. Gardiner’s state- 
ment in the House of Commons, the 
price at which the board will buy 
butter (first grade creamery) in 
carload lots will be 53 cents a 
pound, based on delivery St. John, 
Halifax, Montreal and Toronto, and 
at 52% cents, basis delivery Van- 
couver. The program for buying 
butter will be the same as during 
the 1949-50 season. The selling 
price of gthe board will be 53 cents 
basis delivery in Ontario and Que- 
bec, with appropriate differentials 
elsewhere in Canada.

Reseeding Wheat 
Only Hope To 
Rangeland Threat © 


Thousands of acres of range- 
lands in Western Canada are in 
such a depleted condition . that 
they may require from 20 to 25 
years to recover unless good 
management and reseeding prac- 
tices are adopted. At the present 
time much of the ranching areas 
will only support 10 head of stock 
to the section, producing approxi- 
mately 6,400 pounds of beef, but 
if a reseeding program is adopt- 
ed, says William A. Hubbard, 
Range Experiment Station, Many- 
berries, Alberta, it is possible that 
these figures might be doubled. 


Cereal Testing Opens 
In Peace River 


Cereal tests at the Experiment- 
al Station, Beaverlodge, Alta., 
show that the recommended vari- 
eties of barley and oats range in 
maturity from 105 to 111 days, 
wheat from 112 to 115 days, and 
that the earliest variety of flax, 
Redwing, matures slightly later 
than wheat. : 

With the exception of wheat 


which does not conform to the 


general maturity-yield relation- 
ship, the earlier maturing vari- 
eties do not yield as well as the 


‘later ones, and the final choice, 


says A. A. Guitard, will depend 
to a large extent on the ‘“frosti- 
ness” of the immediate locality 
where they are to be grown.

Most forage crops draw heavily on: soil moisture and a 
partial season of storage should follow breaking before sowing 


the land to cereals. 

The beneficial effect of this after 
breaking, has been demonstrated 
by a comparative experiment con- 
ducted over a nine-year period at 
Sta- 
where wheat 
following July plowed sweet vlover, 
has averaged 3.2 bushels of wheat 
more than wheat following October 
breaking.

The situation is more extreme 
with a grass crop or with alfalfa 
which has been down a number of 
years and which has exhausted 
grass fibre roots slowly and the 
process draws on moisture and 
plant food reserves, thus decom. 
Position must be well advanced 
before further seeding is made or 
the competition for current mois- 
ture supplies will be to the detri- 
ment of the cereal. 

Legume sod roots readily and 
has a: beneficial effect on subse- 
quent crops by releasing its plant 
food freely. Creeping red fescue 
is one of the best grasses in this 
respect but its massive root sys- 
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tem decomposes slower than the 
root system of the legumes. Brome, 
timothy and crested wheatgrass 
are much slower in decomposition 
and in the case of long-established 
stands every effort should be made 
to break in time to permit the sod 
to rot thoroughly. This suggests 
breaking in early July, with fol- 
lowing cultivation adequate to in- 
duce decomposition and to prevent 
volunteering. 


In extreme cases, such as break- 
ing sodbound land, it is advisable 
to plow shallowly late in the 
autumn and to treat as fallow the 
next season, thus giving the sod 
every opportunity to rot, The 
effect of wintering is to induce 
killing of the sod and to mellow it 
so that it is easily handled by 
normal cultivation methods.

Seeding Forage Crops 

Today, with forage crop seed 
prices at unusually high levels, care 
in seeding grass and legume crops 
is of the greatest importance. Mr. 
J. E, Birdsall, Supervisor, Crop 
Improvement Service, Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, has recent- 
ly listed a few important rules 
which, if followed, will avoid failure 
in securing satisfactory stands of 
forage crops. These are as follows: 

Seed Quality. Use only high 
quality “graded” seed of proved 
germination. The seed you sow 
should be pure as to variety and 
free from objectionable weed seeds. 
If at all possible purchase Registered 
and Certified seed. If seed of this 
quality is not available use good 
Graded No. 1 Commercial seed. 
Don’t buy “ungraded” seed. 

Soil Conditions Important. Moist 
soil is essential. If the soil is dry do 
not sow your grass and legume 
seeds. According to Mr. Birdsall, at- 
tempting to.reach moisture through 
“deep seeding” or “taking a chance 
on rain occurring within a few days” 
are good ways of wasting expensive 
forage crop seed. 

A very firm seed bed is absolutely 
essential for good germination of 
forage crop seeds, and no factor is 
more important than shallow seed- 
ing. Legume and small grass seeds 
should not be seeded more than one- 
half inch deep and larger grass 
seeds, such as Brome, not more than 
one inch deep. 

Nurse Crops. In dry areas a nurse 
(companion) crop should not be 
seeded with forage crops. Where 
soil moisture conditions are favor- 
able a nurse crop may be used pro- 
viding it is chosen with care and 
seeded at a light rate. An early 
maturing variety of barley such as 
Olli, seeded at not more than one 
hushel per acre, will prove highly 
satisfactory for this purpose. 

Seed Inoculation. All legume seed 
should be inoculated. Present day 
seed inoculants are cheap and easy 
to apply. However, be sure and 
buy an inoculant that has been pre- 
pared for use in 1950. Check the 
date on the container.

Thatcher Wheat Is 


Most Popular Variety 


Thatcher wheat, a variety imported from the United 
States, has now become the most popular of all the wheats 
grown in Alberta, supplanting the. famous Marquis and Red 
Bobs varieties developed in Canada. 


A survey by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool indicates that over half the 
acreage to be seeded to wheat in 
Alberta this season will be sown 
to Thatcher. Marquis will be down 
to 13.5 per cent and Red Bobs, pre- 
dominant in Alberta two years ago, 
will be down to 11.5 per cent. 

The board of grain commission- 
ers has indicated that, commencing 
Aug. 1, 1951, Red Bobs will not be 
graded higher than 3 Northern, 
hence the’ decline in popularity of 
that variety. Marquis wheat, still 
the standard of quality of all Cana- 
dian spring, wheat, lacks rust re- 
sistance and takes longer to ma- 
ture, hence its growth is confined 
largely to the drier areas in south- 
eastern Alberta. The new variety, 
Saunders, developed at the Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, has 
just got a start and 7.3 per cent of 
the total acreage will be seeded 
to that variety. 

Thatcher wheat was produced 
from crosses between Marquis, 
Iumillo and Kanred made at the 
University of Minnesota, St. Paul, 
in 1921. The primary aim was to 
obtain a wheat of high quality for 
milling and baking purposes with 
resistance to black stem rust and 
of desirable agronomic type. For 
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years rust was a hazard in Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan and farm. 
ers there imported Thatcher to 
overcome the menace. The grain 
had so many other desirable quali- 
ties that its use for seed spread into 
Alberta although rust has never 
been a serious danger here. Now 
51 per cent of Alberta’s wheat 
acreage will be seeded to Thatcher. 
—Alta. Wheat Pool Budget.

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CIGARETTE FRAUD 


All cigarettes are harmful, and much cigarette advertising 
is misleading. This is the finding of the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commission, which has taken action against the manufacturers 
of Camel and Old Gold cigarettes. The commission states 
that all cigarettes contain varying amounts of nicotine and 
throat irritants, and there is no reliable basis in fact for adver- 
tising claims that one brand is superior to another in these 


respects, 

The commission also had before 
it a trial examiner’s recommended 
decision that The American To- 
bacco Co., New York, be ordered to 
stop misrepresenting Lucky Strike 


cigarettes. 

In finding that Camels and Old 
Golds—and the smoke from them 
—do not, as claimed, contain less 
nicotine than other leading brands, 
the commission pointed out that 
“the nicotine content of the smoke 
of a cigarette is in direct pro- 


portion to the nicotine content of 
the tobaccco contained in the cig- 
arette itself.” 

In view of this fact, it stated, 
the reason that the’ makers of 
Camels and Old Golds cannot 
truthfully claim a lower nicotine 
content is that the tobaccos used 
by the manufacturers of all the 
leading cigarette brands contain 
“nicotine in substantially the same 
quantities and variations.” 

Similar findings were made with 
respect to the amount of throat 
irritants, such as tars and resins, 
in the leading brands of cigarettes. 

The smoke from all the leading 
brands of cigarettes, the commis- 
sion said, contains throat irritants 
* “in essentially the same quantities 
and degree.” 


Smoke is Irritant 


Concerning the effect of smoking 
on the throat, the commission said: 
“It may be... that a majority of 
individuals in normal good health 
with normal healthy throats can 
smoke cigarettes in moderation . . 
without causing pathological indi- 
cations of throat irritation.” It 
noted parenthetically that “mod- 
eration” is a criterion “which var- 
ies with the individual” and that 
“what is normal for one person 
may be excessive for another.” 

In any event, it declared, medi- 
cal witnesses were in agreement 
that cigarette smoke is an “irri- 
tant’’—containing, as it does, the 
substances carbon dioxide, carbon 
monoxide, nicotine, ammonia and 
various aldehydes, including for- 
maldehyde, tars and formic acid. 

The commission found that the 
smoke from all the leading brands 
of cigarettes contains all these 
irritating substances “‘in essentially 
the same quantities and degree.” 


And “being an irritant,” the 
commission pointed out, “the 
smoke will irritate disordered 


throats,” and “excéssive smoking” 
of any brand “will irritate even 
throats in normal healthy condi- 
tion.” 

The findings point out that a 
series of tests was made by the 
Food and Drug Administration, at 
the request of the commission, for 
the purpose of determining, among 
other things, the amounts of nico- 
tine, tars and resins contained in 
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the tobaccco and smoke of a num- 


ber of cigarettes of six of the larg- 
est selling brands. 

“The results of these. tests,” 
according to the findings, ‘showed 
that the nicotine content of both 
the tobacco in and the smoke from 
the individual cigarettes involved 
in the tests varied greatly, both in 
actual weight and in percentage by 
weight of the cigarettes, not only 
as among the six different brands 
but also as among the individual 
cigarettes of the same brand.” 

Similar variations were reported 
with respect to the amount of tars 
and resins in the smoke of the cig- 
arettes tested. The commission 
added that “‘the tars and resins in 
the smoke from all cilargettes have 
an irritating effect on the human 
body.” 

The findings add: 

“There is no known practical 
process” by which the nicotine, 
tars and resins in the tobacco leaf 
“may be removed or substantially 
reduced, without at the same time 
denaturing the tobacco and ren- 
dering it unsatisfactory for use in 
the manufacture of cigarettes.” 


Advertising False 


Accordingly, the commission con- 
demned as deceptive the advertis- 
ing .claims that Old Golds or 
Camels contain less nicotine or 
throat irritants than other brands. 

While noting that physiological 
effect upon an individual of a 
given amount of cigarette smoke 
depends in large measure upon & 
number of variable factors, the 
commission said the record show- 
ed “as a general proposition, that 
the smoking of cigarettes ... in 
moderation by individuals not 
allergic nor hypersensitive to cig- 
arette smoke who are accustomed 
to smoking and who are in normal 
good health, with no existing path- 
ology of any of the bodily systems, 
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is not appreciably harmful.” It 


added: 


“But what is normal for one per- 
son may be excessive for another, 
and excessive smoking is injurious 
in varying degrees to all of the 
bodily systems. Moreover, while in 
some cases if a person is accus. 
tomed to smoking cigarettes and 
becomes tense and nervous, the 
smoking of a cigarette may have a 
psychological tendency to relieve 
the tension and produce a quieting 
effett, the smoking of cigarettes 
will not under any condition be 
physiologically beneficial to any 
of the bodily systems. Nicotine is 
not a therapeutic agent for any 
purpose.” 

The commission branded = as 
“clearly false and deceptive” such 
claims as those asserting that 
“smoking Camel cigarettes renews 
and restores bodily energy; creates 
and activates the extra energy 
needed.” 

There is in tobacco smoke “no 
constituent which could possibly 
create energy,” the commission 
said, “and neither the respondent 
nor any of its witnesses seriously 
contend otherwise.” 

Even if advertisements relating 
to bodily energy claimed only that 
smoking Camels has the effect of 
temporarily releasing additional 
energy already present, as the Rey- 
nolds firm contended, the commis- 
sion said that “befmg general in 
nature and without limitation or 
qualification,” they were “mislead- 
ing and erroneous.”’. 

Another Camel claim condemned 
as false was to the effect that an 
athlete can smoke as many Camels 
as he likes without affecting or 
impairing his physical condition. 

“The record shows,” said the 
Commission, “that for one to 
smoke as many cigarettes ‘as he 
likes’ is to smoke to excess, and 
that ‘smoking to excess, like eat- 
ing or drinking to an excess, ‘s 
harmful not only to an athlete 
but to others as well.” Smoking 
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has an adverse effect upon the en- 
durance and energy, the findings 
state, by causing an increase in 
pulse rate and a rise blood 
pressure and by depriving the 
smoker of oxygen. 


Couldn’t Even Read 


As to testimonials published by 
the Reynolds company, the find- 
ings point out that 43 Camel tes- 
timonials, were called as witness- 
es, Their testimony at the hear- 
ings “establishes conclusively,” 
the Commission said, that with 
few, if any exceptions, quotations 
attributed to them in Camel ad- 
vertisements were “deceptive and 
misleading.” 

‘In the case of practically all,” 
according to the findings, “it is 
apparent that the real motive in- 
ducing the signing of the testi- 
monials was to obtain the consid- 
eration which they were to receive 
from the respondent for such 
testimonials.” 

In all the testimonials, the per- 
son “quoted” either stated cate- 
gorically. or necessarily implied 
that he or she was an exclusive 
Camel smoker. But on the witness 
stand, the findings show, some of 
them stated “that they did not 
smoke Camels exclusively but 
that they did not smoke cigarettes 
of any kind. Others whose testi- 
monials showed them favoring 
Camels over all other brands testi- 
fied that they could tell no differ- 
ence between Camels and any 
other brand. The findings con- 
tinue: 

“Still others testified that the 
statements atributed to them

were signed by them without even 
having been read, and that such 
statements did not represent testi- 
monialists’ views or opinions. 
“Some testified: that they could 
not even read and that the con- 
tents of the testimonials were not 


read to them before they signed 
them.”’ 


In connection with Old Gold ad- 
vertising, the Commission also 
found that the Lorillard corpora- 
tion had misrepresented the con- 
tents of a Reader’s Digest article 
entitled “Cigarette Ad Fact and 
Fiction.” In advertising that tests 
referred to the article showed 
Old Golds to be the lowest in nico- 
tine content and in throat-irri1 
tating tars and resins, the Lorril- 
lard firm ommited heveral “sig- 
nificant facts.” The Commission 
said. 

What the advertisements failed 
to reveal, according to the find- 
ings, was that the tests cited in 
the Reader’s Digest article showed 
that the difference in amount and 
percentage of harmful substances 
in the tobacco and in the smoke 
of the cigarettes tested were in- 
significant and that the smoke 
from the Old Gold cigarettes 
tested was no less harmful than 
was the smoke from the six other 
brands of cigarettes tested.

OTTAWA.—The stoning of a : 


Christian Brethren chapel at 
Shawinigan Falls on the night of 
April 12 by a mob estimated at 
1,500 persons was described in the 
commons Monday by John Black- 
more, SC, Lethbridge, as “a grave 
and portentous warning.” Mr. 
Blackmore is of the Morman faith. 

“The implications and reper- 
cussions of this occurrence will 
disturb the peace of mind of any 
person anxious to make provision 
for peace, order and good govern- 
ment in Canada in time to come,’ 
he warned, 

He continued: “The Shawinigan 
Falls mobbing incident and ail 
its implications will need to. be 
borne in mind scrupulously by 
every provincial representative 
whose heavy responsibility it will 
be to meet next fall to assist in 
drafting a suitable revision of the 
British North America Act.’’ 

It was argued, Mr. Blackmore 
continued, that the federal gov- 
ernment should intervene in be- 
half of religious freedom. He op- 
posed such a view. 

“Let me solemnly warn each of 
those tempted to that sort of 
thinking. Let me suggest that 
they reflect what might happen if 
some single organization of reli- 
gious worshippers were to attain 
control at Ottawa, some organiza- 
tion .that might not hesitate to 
use that nower to the disadvant- 
age of other religious organiza- 
tions. 

“The only hope of religious 
liberty for our Canadian children 
will and must lie in unchalleng- 
able provincial discretion over 
matters of religion,’ he dcelared.
